Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964,  Main  items 
may  he  summarised  as  fellows; - 

Population. 

The  estimated  population  for  1964  showed  a slight  increase 
over  the  preceeding  year.  There  has  been  a 7 S increase  in 
population  since  1947. 


Births. 

The  birth-rate  was  much  higher  than  the  preceeding  year, 
and  was  the  highest  recorded  in  the  district  since  1947. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  incrersed.  Still  births 
remained  the  same. 

Deaths. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  death-rate  over  I9S3*  but  the 
rate  still  is  much,  hi -her  than  the  National  rate.  This  is  largely 
accounted  for  by  the  high  rate  of  elderly  people  in  the  District. 

There  was  a reduction  In  both  in  both  the  number  of  infant 
deaths  and  Cancer  deaths.  On  the  other  hand  there  was  on  increase 
in  the  deaths  due  to  accidents.  .Also  one  death  from  Tuberculosis. 

Infectious  Diseases . 

.Apart  from  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  there  was  a low 
incident  of  infectious  diseases. 

Facilities  for  immunisation  against  Diptheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and  Tuberculosis,  are 
available  in t he  district. 

Env i ronmental  Hygiene . 

There  were  no  serious  sanitary  problems  in  the  District. 

It  is  still  felt,  however,  that  the  standard  of  receptacles  used 
by  householders  could  be  improved. 

The  standards  of  food  control  and  hygiene  is  satisfactory. 

With  regard  to  housing,  there  are  still  a large  number  of 
applications  for  rehousing.

We  ter  Supplies, 

The  Pembrokeshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supply 
of  water  in  the  District , and  assumed  this  responsibility  on  the 
1st.  December,  1962. 

The  source  of  supply  is  the  Precelly  gathering  grounds  and 
Impounding  Reservoir  in  North  Pembrokeshire.  I branch  main  from 
the  Precelly  trunk  main  supplies  the  Neyland  service  reservior. 

The  water  is  a typical  upland  surface  wi-ter.  It  is  filtered 
and  chlorinated  as  it  leaves  the  impondin-  reservoir.  Regular 
routine  sampling  is  carried  out.

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GENERAL  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION 


Refuse  co llcction  and  disposal . 

Standard  of  refuse  Lins  used  by  householders  still  remains 
in  need  of  some  improvement. 

Refuse  is  collocted  by  a Harrier  side  Loader,  and  is 
deposited  on  an  open  tip  in  the  Rural  Area. 

The  tip  is  periodically  inspected  and  treated  for  rodent 
infestation  and  also  fly  infestation. 


Sewers  ge  and  Sewage  Disposal. _ 

A mains  drainage  scheme  accommodating  practically  100^ 
premises  in  the  district. 

Sewage  gravitates  to  a sewage  farm  in  the  west  side  of 
the  District,  Top  effluent  is  run  off  via  an  outfall  sewer  to 
the  sea.  Sludge  is  dried  and  removed  to  agricultural  land. 


Rodent  Control . 

A number  of  minor  infestations  were  treated  during  the  year. 


Public  Conveniences . 

There  is  one  all-purpose  public  convenience  situated  nea 
the  centre  of  the  town.  This  appears  adequate  for  the  needs  o 
the  district  and  is  cleansed  daily.
